■''Mail Claim Check," anew procedure which uses fewer 
forms and can cut time wailing in line to pick up mail, is 
being introduced al the Antioeh post office. 

Officer-m-chargc, Mary Chase said the new system will 
provide customers with a num bored clairrTeheck when a 
letter carrier is.- unable to" deliver special delivery, 
registered, insured, certified, COD, customs, express 
wnil and postage due mail beeauseno one is home. 

The new-form serves as both a~notiec^of arrival- and 
claim check for mail that, cannot be immediately 
delivered as addressed . 

"Seven forms will be eliminated and be replaced by 
two," the officer-in-ehargo]said. ''Storing the mail for- 
pickup numerically rather than by name will speed up the 
retrieval time and reduce! ime spent in line when calling 
for mail." . . ''_ 

She said il is important for customers to. refer to the 
claim check when making inquiries, and that they bring' it 
with them or know its number when calling for mail, 

"Mail Claim Check" will' be used primarily in offices 
that have carrier delivery service, but may also.be used in 
some locations where patrons get their mail delivered, 
through lockboxes and general delivery.

. all-time highs in this area during the past two weeks as 
^seasonal price hikes began lo^shpw at .the pumps.** 

The Chicago. Motor Club's latest survey showed- that 
N the average p"r-ice,of premium advanced one cent to 75:8 ■ 
cents a gallon, while unleaded was up eight-tenths of a. 
cent to 72.9. cents a- gallon at stations checked. 
• Regular was up six-tenths of a cent to 68.7 cents a 
gallon, but was short of the 69.3 cent average posted last 
December when the RTA ,5 percent tax went into effect. 
Previous Chicago area highs were 75.6 cents' for 
premium and 72.7 cents for unleaded both reached when 
the RTA tax, which averaged about three cents a gallon, 
. was imposed. 

Average prices a year ago were: regular 65.1 cents, 
/premium 71.2 cents, unleaded 69.6 cents. ' .
